The Democratic nominee 
for the United States senate has 
withdrawn in favor 
of 
Senator

votes as he can get, hut he is be­ 
ing opposed by 
former 
Mayor

Now that the Democratic nominee 
has withdrawn, however, the race

When the Constitutional Conven­ 
tion of 17i7 committed 
itself to 
the task of framing a plan for 
choosing the nation’s chief mag­ 
istrate, it made something of a 
record for the number of times it 
changed its mind and also for the 
number 
of 
plans 
that 
were 
brought forward aud considered. 
The one thing that seemed fore­ 
most in the minds of the majori­ 
ty of the members of the conven­ 
tion was the necessity of keeping 
the choice out of the hands of 
Congress on the one hand and out 


of the hands of the people on the 
other. 
Mason of Virginia said that it 
would be as bad folly to trust the 
people to choose the President as 
it would be to let a blind man 
match colors. 
Marilyn declared 
that he felt that to let Congress 
make the choice would 
be 
to 
make the President a creature of 
its will and therefore absolutely 
lacking in backbone in his dial­ 
ing with it. 
Some one proposed 
that the choice be left to Con­ 
gress and the eligibility 
of 
a 
President limited to one term. To 
this Gouverneur 
Morris 
replied 
that if the road to civil glory be 
shut, the President 
might 
feel 
himself compelled to seek renown 
by the sword. 
The 
main 
reason 
that 
the 
choice by the people was opposed 
was that the influence of the So­ 
ciety of the Cincinnati was feared. 
One member asserted that lf the 
choice were left with the people, 


the dominating influence of the 
members of this organization in 
every community would line up 
tile voters as the shepherd herds 
Ms flock, and that the country 
would degenerate into 
a Cinciti- 
nati-hossed 
institution.

choose, by p lu ra lly vote, from 
the three candidates receiving the 
highest vote in the electoral col- 
leges, the next chief m agistrate. 
This proposal was 
altered 
to 
provide for choice by the House 
of Representatives in the case of 
the President, or by the Senate in 
the case of the Vice President. It 
was to be only tw elve years until 
this provision would be put to the 
test, and found faulty because of 
the method of having 
electors 
vote twice, and taking the first 
choice for President and th e sec­ 
ond for Vice President. 
Even be­ 
fore the experience of 1800 there 
were efforts to alter the constitu­ 
tional plan, but not until the act­ 
ual tie vote had been experienced 
was anything done about It. 
How It Worked Out.

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VOYLES TRIAL 
IS UNDER WAY 


Niue Witnesses Testify; 
More Are to Be Heard 
Today 


Fire witnesses at the trial of 
James F. Voyles, 
charged 
with 
rape, testified that Dorothy Braw­ 
ley, 17, H&nistique, bore bruises 
about the face following the attack 
alleged to have been committed by 
Voyles on the night of August 3 
along highway US-2, 
two 
miles 
west of the 
Schoolcraft 
county 
line. 
The testimony of Mise Brawley, 
the complaining witness, took up 
the greater part of the day. When 
the girt took the witness stand and 
responded to the first question re­ 
garding her name, she broke down 
sobbed for several minutes. 
The girl testified that she met 
Voyles and his companion, Ray­ 
mond Richardson, on a Manistique 
street corner on the evening of 
August 2 when the two men asked 
to be directed to a hotel. With her 
at the time, she said, were three 
girl companions, Ebba Oberg and 
her sister, Olga, and Marie Beau­ 
dry, and when the pair asked them 
whether they wished to go for a 
ride after they had registered at 
Ute hotel, they 
assented. 
They 
went for a couple hours ride to 
Marblehead and the Eagles Nest, 
a roadside stand situated at the 
junction of US-2 and the Garden 
road. They met some Garden girls 
at the Eagles Nest, and took them 
to their homes In Garden. Voyles 
remained in Garden, allowing a 
Garden man to take his car to take 
the girls back to Manistique. 
Tells of Alleged Attack. 
The next evening, 
Richardson 
met the four girls and asked them 
if they could procure an automo­ 
bile to take them to Garden to re­ 
join Voyles, Miss Brawley testified. 
George Smart of Manistique con­ 
sented to give them a ride to Gar­ 
den, where they 
found 
Voyles 
sleeping in the back seat of his 
car. 
From Garden, Voyles and Rich­ 
ardson took Miss Brawley and 
Miss Ebba Oberg to the Eagles 
Nest, where they remained for only 
about fifteen minute*, according to 
the girl’s testimony. They stopped 
at the Chouinard gas station, a few 
rods away from the Eagle's Nest, 
and then started out for Manis­ 
tique. 
The girl said that Voyles, 
who was driving, stopped the car 
again about a mile down the road, 
and commenced to force his atten­ 
tions upon her. Finally, he pushed 
her out of the car, she said, and 
'■then outside he beat her about the 
face and grabbed her by the throat, 
forcing her to submit to him. After 
the alleged attack, she returned to 
the car and they drove away again. 
After traveling a short distance, 
she said. Voyles stopped the car 
again and threatened to attack her 
again. Then she Jumped out of the 
car and ran into the woods in the 
direction of the Eagle's Nest. 
On 
the way, she 
met 
a 
motorist, 
Adolph Olson of Niagara, who took 
her to Manistique. 
Miss Ebba Oberg remained in 
the car with Richardson, and went 
home with him and Voyles. 
She 
also signed a complaint that she 
had been attacked, and the trial of 
Richardson on the rape charge will 
open upon the conclusion of the 
Voyles case. 
Other Witnesses Testify. 
Other witnesses at the opening 
day's session were: 
Dr. A. R. Tucker, Manistique phy­ 
sician, who stated 
he 
examined 
Miss Brawley the following day. 
He testified that the 
girl 
was 
bruised about the cheeks, an eye 
had been blackened and that there 
were marks on her throat. 
Adolph Olson, the motorist who 


picked up Miss Brawley on the 
road, testified that he saw some 
blood on the girl’s lips and that 
she was in an excited condition. 
He said that when he drove up to 
the spot where the alleged attack 
had taken place, he found Voyles’ 
car still parked on the roadside. 
Voyles was standing outside of the 
car, but he didn’t see anyone in the 
car. 
He stated, however, that he 
heard a man in the car say: “Keep 
your mouth shut." 
This command was directed to 
Miss Oberg by Richardson, it was 
later brought out in tho testimony. 
Olson said that he endeavored 
to learn the number of the auto­ 
mobile license, but 
that 
Voyles 
stepped into his car, turned off the 
lights and drove off toward Manis­ 
tique at a high rate of speed. 
Sheriff J. M. Hewitt, Manistique, 
told of arresting Voyles and Rich­ 
ardson at the Park hotel in Manis­ 
tique, and also substantiated the 
testimony of other witnesses that 
Miss Brawley bore evidence of hav­ 
ing been beaten on the face. 
Other links in the chain of evi­ 
dence were supplied by John Ste­ 
phens, Manistique night policeman, 
Miss Beaudry, Mrs. Ann Brawley, 
mother of the complaining witness. 
Dorothy's 
sister, 
Lucille, 
and 
George Smart of Manistique. 
Only Men on Jury. 
About a half hour was needed to 
select the jury of 12 men sitting 
in the trial. 
Five women venire­ 
men, who were drawn, were ex­ 
cused on the challenges by Atty. 
Torval E. Strom, who is defending 
Voyles. 
The Jurors are: Andrew 
Hanson, Jr., 
Stonington, 
R. E. 
Dahlberg, Bark River; Louis Dube, 
Flat Rock; C. Gust Peterson, Esca­ 
naba; Alex Hammerberg, Wells; 
John Holmgren, Escanaba; Thomas 
H. Hampton, Stonington; Alfred 
Dahl, Cornell, Albert Norden, Ma­ 
ple Ridge; B. C. Vanlerberghe, 
Escanaba; Albert H. Blake, Ford 
River, and Richard Hoyler, Esca­ 
naba. 
Several witnesses remain to be 
heard this morning, the possibility 
being that the case will go to the 
jury late this afternoon.
